The making of counterfeit coin had be¬ 
come quite a business in that county, af- 
ter he had resigned his office as solicitor. 
One day a yoting man of very humble and 
rough appearance applied to him at Hunts¬ 
ville, where his office was, to bring a suit 
for him against some of the most respec¬ 
table men in the country, for having 
lynched him on suspicion of his having 
aided his father, who was a notorious 
coiner, and who, as such, had also been 
lynched. 

Between eight and nine hundred of the 
people of the county, embracing most of 
the influential men, had associated togeth¬ 
er as a lynch club ; and such was their 
power, that they inflicted punishments 
openly—knowing that no verdict could be 
had against them in Jackson county,where 
thev would be sure to get some of their 
own friends upon the jury, if they failed 
to intimidate those whom they had injur¬ 
ed. It was hinted to him that unless his 
cause was just, and himself free from the 
stains of a bad character, it must be far 
from desiralile to engage for him in a 
truggle with such an influential corps.— 
Satisfied in this respect, Mr. Birney un- 
lertook for him, and issued his writs 
igailist.the wealthiest and most responsi- 
ile men in the band, all of whom were 
iCrsonally bis friends.

BtECTioss.—Pennsylvania has gone for the 
democrats by 5000 at least, so far as now appears. 
Congressional delegation appears to be 13 demo- 
crats and 11 whigs. 

New Jersey has been carried by the whigs as 
usual. 

Ohio appears to have been carried by the whigs, 
the Journal of Commerce thinks by 3 or 4000 ma¬ 
jority, and the Legislature will have a small whig 
majority. Whig maj. in 1840, for Gov., 16,130. 

Georgia stands 517 in favor of the whigs so far 
as heard from : but tbe whig vote is small, and 
the democrats in 41 counties have made a net gain 
of 2881. Last year w h ig maj. 3,388.

Better Still.— A vote was taken at a school 
meeting in a town out west on the 7th, which re¬

On Fri¬ 
day, two boys-one ten and the other twelve years 
of age—stripped and fought a pitched battle in 
Baltimore. The dispute was political—the one 
being a Whig, and the other a Democrat!

English Pennt Post.— We learn from the best 
authority, says the Philadelphia Inquirer, that the 
English Penny Post, after paying the whole of its 
own expenses, yields an income of more than 
$600,000 a year. The opponents of the system 
attempted to make it appear otherwise, by merging 
the expenses of foreign packets, steamers, &c., in 
their estimates; but this attempt was exposed, and 
the amount of annual profit ascertained as above. 
The franking system is wholly abolished ! Even 
the Queen herself cannot frank a letter; and is 
compelled to pay her penny, and thns to acknowl¬ 
edge the supremacy of the Post Office law, as much 
as any of her subjects, whenever she writes to a 
friend or other correspondent. 


PENNSYU VANIA ELECTION. 

We give below the latest returns of the politi¬ 
cal struggle in this State. Our readers may rely 
implicitly on the correctness of the following 
statements, which are gathered chiefly from neu¬ 
tral papers. It will be seen that the heavy major¬ 
ity against Shonk (the Democratic candidate for 
Governor) in the city and county of Philadelphia 
has rapidly dwindled down, and that in every oth¬ 
er county the Democrats have largely gained 
since 1840. This gain in the counties heard from 
averages about 3 or 4 per cent; the same relative 
gain in the counties remaining to be heard from 
will give Shank a majority of three or four thous¬ 
and. As Sliunk runs ahead of his ticket in al¬

That the object of tbe leaders of the annexation 
movement is to perpetuate slavery, we have never 
doubted. But the Democrats at the North repu¬ 
diate this idea, while those at the South openly 
affirm it. They cannot, however, play double 
much longer.

No. The good sense of every 
intelligent man must revolt at the idea."
